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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet).

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification lacks section headings. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. The claims include reference characters which are enclosed within parentheses. 
The use of reference characters Is considered as having no effect on the scope of the 
claims. Since the reference characters are not afforded patentable weight, the 
reference characters enclosed within parentheses apparently should be deleted from 
the claims. Correction is requested. 

C/a/m Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the nnanner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claims 1 and 5 recite the limitation "Synthetic organ", which relates to 
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something with a synthetic nature; however, this term has not been disclosed in the 
specification. The abstract recites asynthesizing unit, but no synthetic organ is 
described to the extent that one skilled in the art can make the invention. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05. Note the explanation given by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasctie, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claims 1 and 9 recite 
the broad recitation "for measuring hemodynamic parameters" and the claim also 
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recites "especially for Augmentation Index (Alx) and/or Ejection Duration (ED)" which is 
the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 9, the word "preferably" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05. 

Regarding claims 1, 4, 5, 9 and 11, the use of "and/or" in claim language renders 
the claim indefinite. It is unclear whether the limitation(s) preceding "and/or", the 
limitations following "and/or", or both are part of the claimed invention. 

Claims 4 ,6-8 and 9 recite the pronoun "it" at lines 2, 2 and 10 
respectively. It is unclear what "it" is intended to refer to. 

Claim 4 recites the limitations "the pulse wave velocity" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The limitation "the pulse 
wave velocity" has not been mentioned in any of the previous claims. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the time-arithmetic (7), and/or integrator unit (3)" in 
line 3-4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. There is no 
time-arithmetic or integrator unit recited in claims 5 or 1 prior to this recitation. 

Regarding claim 5, the phrase "preferably" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05. 

Claims 9-1 1 provide for the use of the ajDparatus of claim 1 , but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
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merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation "the SBP, DBF and HR" in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The limitations "SBP", "DBP" 
and "HR" has not been mentioned in any of the previous claims. 

Regarding claim 9, the phrase "i.e." renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

9. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

10. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of 
a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 6,702,754 to Ogura et al discloses an apparatus for 
inspecting arteriosclerosis, US 5,265,01 1 to O'Rourke discloses a method for 
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ascertaining tlie pressure pulse in the periptieral arteries, US 6,258,035 to Hoeksel et a! 
discloses a device for determining a characteristic point in the cardiac cycle.
